“ W h y s ” of European W ar Moves 
Explained By Military Expert 


BV J. W. T. MASON 
NEW YORK. Oct. 6.— l l A. M. 
— Tho ladder which the allies are 
climbing: toward Belgium* is being 
rather violently shaken at the base. 
as French advance brigades are be­ 
ginning to reach the ladder’s 
top­ 
most rungs. 
Von Kluck’s renewed 
offensive along the Oise, which has 
forced the allies to give ground, bas 
its chief significance as an attempt 
to frighten the allies into backing 
down the ladder. 
Von Kluck’s smart success is in­ 
dicative of the danger that faces the 
allies if they weaken the rest of 
their western front in order to throw 
an overwhelming force against the 
Belgian boundary. 
The absence of 
further news concerning the move­ 
ment of the allies about Arras sug­ 
gests Von Kl lick has succeeded 
in 
halting the Anglo-French northern 
movement by suddenly 
and 
unex­ 
pectedly concentrating at the south­ 
ern end of the line. 
Besides this accomplishment. Von 
Kluck has contributed to the safety 
of hi#* own retreat if it becomes nec­ 
essary. 
Tile main objective 
point 
of the allies north of the Oise is the 
important railroad junction at Tcr- 
gnier, where 
connection 
is estab­ 
lished between the rail communica­ 
tions of the central German array 
and Von Kluck’s principal railway 
line of retirement. 
Von Kluck, ap­ 
parently, has forced the allies furth­ 
er to the west of Tergnier and has 


thus increased the distance betweet 
his lines of eomunication and 
the 
enemy. 
He has done this, too, at 
one of the narrowest stretches in the 
long lane that runs between the two 
armies toward Belgium. 
Russia’s operations in Galicia are 
still halted, waiting apparently on 
the perfection of plans for the next 
offensive after the investment of Cra­ 
cow. 
The development of the Ber­ 
lin campaign is the new objective, 
hut its details must depend largely 
on the operations of the German ar­ 
my in Boland. 
Reports of engage­ 
ments being sent from Petrograd are 
indicative of the extreme optimism 
which warfare seems to Implant in 
the usually lethargic Slav. 
These 
descriptions of ferocious battles are 
too uniformly followed by import­ 
ant Russian successes. 
If they were 
true, the Germans should now' he In 
full retreat, leaving the road to Ber­ 
lin reasonably open. 
Instead of this 
however, the road to Cracow has not 
yet been freed. 
The truth of these engagements is 
that they are no more than recon- 
naisances in force, whose principal 
objective Is to feel out the strength 
of the enemy. 
They were duplicated 
in Belgium during the opening days 
of the German offensive, when 
re­ 
tirements 
by German 
skirmishers 
probably with tile Information they 
had been sent to secure, were mag­ 
nified into important successes for 
tile allies.
